TAPA APAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

From this port dates are to the 8th of February, but our 
usual files of papers have not come to hand. There appears, 
however, to be little of importance to chronicle, 

Sir Harry Parkes had paid an official visit to Yedo. A 
member of the Gorogio, who had come down to Yokohama, on 
business connected with the payment of the second instalment 
of the indemnity, had returned to Yedd in a singular manner, 
being driven on the Tokaido by Mr. Macdonald, of the English 
Legation, in his carriage. The fact is worth recording, as it 
establishes the hitherto disputed right of foreign horsemen and 
carriages to travel on this great highway. The envoy is said to 
have been charmed with the easy and rapid mode of transit. 

The Japan Times says : “It is evident that the silk season is 
drawing to a close: the supply is becoming as inferior in quan- 
tity as it is deficient in quality. We have always been of 
opinion that the silk-producing power of this country is—at 
present—limited. The extraordinarily large crop of the year | 
1862-3 was the result of a happy combination of natural causes 
not likely soon to occur again, and until time has been given 
to the Japanese to put a greater breadth of land under the 
mulberry and greater facilities given to trade, until, in fact, 
Art. XIV. of the Treaty of 1858 is faithfully carried out, we 
think our merchants would be unwise in counting on crops 
averaging more than 14,000 bales per annum.” 

Messrs. Glover and Co, have purchased the Otentoram7, a 
liltle specimen of the twin screw principle, with which Messrs. 
Randolph Elder and Co. of Glasgow have lately so successfully 
fitted H. M. 8. Constance for the British Government The 
Otentosama. left on the 28th January Nagasaki via the Inland 
Sea, where she will probably run as a treasure and dispatch 
boat for some time. The Russian frigate Variag arrived here 
from Hakodate on the morning of the 28th January, she brings 
no news of any great importance from the North. 

The Japan Times has the following particulars of the exten- 


"| sive fire at Yedo, which was reported in our last :— 


At 10 p.at. on the night of Sunday, the 28th January, a fire 
broke out by some accident, which hasnot been discovered, in a 
street called Kawara-tcho, in the quarter of Asaksa where ig 
situate one of the finest and most vencrated of the temples at 
Yedo, dedicated to the goddess Kwa-noong. A high wind 
blowing at the time, and the houses in the quarter being built of 
wood and most deasely packed together, the conflagration spread 
most rapidly, and the suburb was almost immediately fired in 
thirteen different places at once. The sparks were carried 
across the river, which runs thero as broad as the Thames at 


| Putney, and fired the opposite suburb. The glare of the con- 


flagration was distinctly seen in Yokohama, a distance of 15 
Some idea of the extent of the damago 
done may be gathered from the fact that the number of houses 
estimated to have been destroyed is 30,000. The Japanese 
police have excellent means of making a return of this char- 
acter, and we have in our possession a document giving a list 
of the streets burnt, and the number of houses in each. Some 
Daimio’s palaces have shared the fate of their humbler neigh- 
bours. We regret to say that there has been considerable loss 
of life. When our reporter left Yedo list of upwards 
of 30 deaths had been returned; he himeelf saw many 
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charred fragments of human bodies, _ These unbappy 
people met their death, it appeared, thus, Under the idea that 
the godiess would protect them—the people in the neighbour- 
hood crowded into the temple enclosure, and piled all their 
baggage around the edifice, Bat the furniture took fire, though 
strango to say the temple itsclf remained comparatively un- 
harmed. ‘I'he priests shut the gates of the enclosure, and the 
peoplo immediately outside wero jammed into a narrow burning 
street by tho constantly incroasing crowd behind, whoso impedi- 
menta formed a barricade behind thom which soon took fire 
also, and {tho aphappy victims thus perished miserably. ‘The 
firo raged without intermission for twelve hours, wheu it burnt 
itself out. 

‘Yhero was a rumour in circulation of renewed operations 
against Chosiu. A notification was said to havo been issued 
by the Gorogio to the Daimios at present at Miako, to the 
eflect that renewed negotiations with the rebel Prince having 
failed they were to prepare for immediate action. 

A®Foot-Ball Club has been successfully established in Yoko- 
hama,fmore than forty names having been put down as willing to 
support it, anda mectivg to arrango ways and means was held 
on the 26th January. 

The following letter, and appended extract from the Japan 
Herald with regard to the progress of the Belgian treaty, is 
interesting. "It will be noticed that Mr. do Roodenbeek cou- 
tradicts the statement made by the Japan Herald to the effect 
that the Gorogio intimated the unwillingness of tho Govern- 
ment to enter into new alliances, while on the other hand he 
asserts that the assurances he received were most satisfactory. 
Tt would seem from this, that however unwilling the Japanese 
mayfbo to submit to pressure, they are rendy to join in friendly 
intercourse with Western Powers of every degree of importance. 

(To the E¢itor of the Japan Herald. ) 

‘Sin,— You affirm iu your paper of yesterday's date, No. 204, that at 
the reception of the Envoy of Belgium at Yedo, “ the wish was expressed 
that Belgians and others whose countries have not already treaties, would 
arrange to settle for purposes of business under the protection of present 
treaty powers, as it was not the desire of the Government to enter into new 
alliances.” 

As your affirmation is without the least foundation, and as [contrary to 
this the Gorodjo has given to me the most satisfactory assurances, I beg to 
request you, for the information of all the nations in general, whose interests 

Japan are identical, to insert in your next number the present as a recti- 

ation. 

T do not wish to answer on your considerations, by which you give in- 
directly the advice to the Japanese Government not to conclude a treaty 
with Belgium, having too much confidence in the savacity of your readers

On reference to our informant, we tind we were wrong in 
connecting the wish of the Japanese Governnent with the in- 
terview of his Excellency the Belgian Minister, Such desires 
wero expressed by members of the Gorogio, but on quite a 
differentoceasion, With regard to our indireetly giving advice 
to the Japanese Government not to yicld to the Belgians a 
treaty, this is putting a construction on our remarks that was 
never intended by us, and is really very far fetched. We do 
indeed remark that there is but oue Belgian subject established 
here, but it} is ouly to add that the fact of the treaty being 
entered into will soon bring plenty more, and we plainly enough 
show our real views by saying—* the more the merrier.” We 
would ask his Excellency how many Awerican, English or 
French subjects were in Japan at the time of the treaties with 
their respectivo comitries being entered into? We suppose 
not one; yet any one stating this fact would hardly have been 
considered as advising the Japanese not to make those treaties, 
As the admission of foreigners into Japan is au accomplished 
fact, we opine that the sooner the Japanese have treati 
amity with the whole world the better for them, and for all—

rm Lhe guuboat Slurey arrived on the Sth, so wo have now 
(writes au Occasional Correspondent to the Pricnd of China) 
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three gunboats, Merchants’ and Customs’ Volunteer corps to 
rely on in the hour of need. This being Chinese new year 
time, business is dull. ‘The Customs are closed for five days. 
The Lijix, a Chinese steamer, has just arrived and reports a 
great many fires ; and thousands of poor people are rendered 
homeless, Since my last, we have had no cause for alarm, 
although rumours of danger are on the Bund every half hour, 
The latest news from the country is that the “rabble” are 
burning all they.come across. Thousands of poor wretches are 
crowding in here; and their distress is appalling. Many are 
lying dead in the street. A charitable concert was given at the 
club, and some 400 tacls were collected. Madame D’Abry, tho 
French Consui’s wife, presided at the piano, and her beautiful 
singing was highly appreciated. Tho Amateur Company are 
again going to perform in a few days ; “Charles the Second” 
being one of the picces. Mr. Gram, who so tastefully designed 
the scenes for “Bombastes Furioso,” is busy repainting and 
getting the little Drury again ready. 


SHANGHAL 

Dates are down to the 23rd February. Tho London mail of 
the 26th December arrived out on the 12th February. 

Messrs. Meynard, Schmidt, and Barron handed over their 
accounts as Municipal Councillors for the French Concession on 
the 9th February, at the mceting appointed for that purpose. 
The mecting consisted of the Consul-General; Provisional 
Councilmen Messrs. Morel, Allen, Tyson, and Bernard ; Secre- 
taries Ortmans and Dillon; French subjects: Messrs, Duglere, 
Nachtrieb, Millot, Brecheux, and Viault: The accounts being 
tabled (the balance in favour of the rejected treasurer being over 
a hundred dollars), Mr. Schmidt rose and addressed the Pro- 
visional Council as follows :— 

Gentlemen,—Allow me to ask if you are the deputies fof the nation ? 
If s0, you agree to be governed by French law ; and by the fact of your 
being members of the Provisional Committee, become French subjects. 
If not, then the advertisement which has called us together is incompre- 
hensible. My colleagues and myself are not aware of any clause in the 
land regulations which can justify the proceedings which have been taken 
against us. We havo all along refused to recognise the validity of the 
ordonnance issued by the Governor-General for France on the 12th of 
October last, and by which he took upon himself the responsibility of dis- 
solving the then existing Municipal Council, and of appointing a Provisional 
Committee in its stead; for that he did appoint and choose you, and not the 
land renters, | am prepared to prove. Be that as it may, at present we are 
here to hand over to you certain papers. Before doing s0, however, I 
would wish to make a statement, so that you and those interested may 
know who is really to blame in this matter. In his Ordonnance of the 1: 
October the Consul-General says, in the last paragraph, “ We hold the 
old Conseil d’Administration Municipale responsible for the acts of its 
nanagement, and we order that according to the terms of 7th Art, of the 
Ordonnance of 1681 they should give up, without delay, and before one 
month, to the Provisional Committee above named, a detailed account of 
their management of money and affairs of the community.” You know 
isement that the 7th Art. of 1681 ordains that such accounts 
given up in presence of all the newly-clected deputies (not a 
part only of them) and of the oldest established merchants. We are willing 
to accept the conditions of this article, not that we consider it applies to the 
circumstances of the case in any way, but because jit bears some slight 
analugy in its application to a Municipal Council. When we saw the 
result of the meeting of 19th Oct. we agreed to give up the papers, &c. 
when called upon to do so, on the conditions implied, and we waited until 
a public announcement to this etfect should be made. It was not our 
duty to tell the Consul-General, or the Provisional Committee, what they 
hadto do. They had the ordonnance, and it was for them to carry it out. 
Bat instead of this, what did they ? They instructed their secrety to 
write to me, and request me to give my accounts into his hands, ‘his 











proceeding appeared to me so extraordinary and so contrary to all pre 
cedent, that 1 did not think it necessary to answer such a request. What 
followed you, gentlemen, all know. “Your chairman thought proper to 





insist upon our giving up these accounts in the mode he thought proper 
to insist upon; giving nv attention to the last paragraph of the ordon~ 
nance of the 12th October; and he carried this persecution so far as to 
bring about the judgment of the 2nd February, My colleagues and myself 
think that a little conciliation on the part of those in authority would 
have brought about a very different result from what has been obtained by 
the employment of rigorous measures, whose legality we are not disposed 
to discuss here ; and we insist upon the fact that we have never refused to 








give up the papers required of us, but that no opportunity for so doing has 
until now been offered us, As it is, although the land renters have not 
been invited to attend this meeting as we requested they might, we wish 
to be rid of all responsibility regarding these papers, and we will thank 
you to verify them, and give ‘usa receipt in due form, and which will hold 
us harmless from any claims that may be made hereafter by the land 
retiters, and from all further molestation or prosecution by yourselves. 

To this there was no response, and the business would have 
becn ended by the Consul-General but for the refusal of the 
ejected Counciliors to leave the hall till they bad a full and 
complete receipt for their papers. 

The Friend of China gives an interesting account of the 
Kiavgnan Machine Manufactory, Hongque. It says:—As our 
local readers know, the site of this cstablishment was formerly 
Messrs, T, Hunt aud Co.’s—thev, as now, under the superin- 
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tendence of Mr. Thomas Falls, an American engineer of some 
eminence in his profession. Since the establishment has 
changed proprietors,—although only monthly tenants,—the 
Chinese, on Mr. Falls’ suggestions, have made‘several valuable 
additions and improvements on the property; one of them 
Deing a furnace of greater capacity for castings than any East 
of the Cape, we are told. But it is to the work done on the 
premises to which we would draw attention, We sec there, in 
profusion, howitzers in iron and brass, light and heavy, 
of exquisite finish ; shell of all sizes; the place around being 
resonant with the roar of a steam polisher of balls as they 
emerge from the foundry; fusees completed, from the skeet of 
brown paper and paste, up ; muskets in all stages of manufacture, 
from the small screws which secure the springs of the percussion 
locks to the barrels rolled and welded as they come from the 
furnace ; boring machines and lathes of every size, for the 
mortar or the pistol ; immense drops for punching ; cupolas 
for melting the crude ore; ovens for baking ; draughtsmen, 
moulders, blacksmiths, boilermakers, coppersmiths ; in a word, 
a native arsenal as ponderous and compact as the best of those 
we see at home, The number of artizans employed by Mr. Falls, 
on an expenditure for salaries of some $5,000 a month, is over 
three hundred, fifteen of whom are Americans or Europeans. Mr. 
Stephenson has charge of the Draughting Department, Mr. 
Mcliwrath of the heavier engineering. Among some pieces 
prepared for shipment by the Confucius for transport last week 
to Nanking, and thence for thevarious war fields over the country, 
were some beautiful 3-pounder howitzers, weighing, mounted on 
iron carriages, the insignificant total of 500 pounds ; 12-pounder 
howitzers, similarly mounted, 520 pounds; while there were 
heavy howitzers for ship board or shore use of over 900 pounds 
weight ; one 68-pounder howitzer, of cast iron, being just ready 
for placing in the lathe. The wheels of the carriages secm to 
be particularly well made, 

A week or so ago there was a trial of some of the guns at 
Woosung—all proving in a most satisfactory manner, a Parrot 
gun, in particular, was highly delighted in by the Mandarius 
inspecting by order of the Taoutai. ‘Tho distances being cal- 
culated for 500 and 700 yards, the fusecs for those distances 
burnt with excellent precision ; the bullets with which the 
shells were filled spreading on over distances as far again, 

Among the three hundred artizans are men from various 
provinces, the best, however, being Cantonese. As many as thirty 
are educated youths from Peking. Though now begrimed with 
the soot of the forge, or the dust of the laboratory, they are 
“swells” at home. Two of them, under Mr. Stephenson’s 
tuition, promise well as draughtsmen ; and if the Manchous 
could only secure thomselves from the intrigue of native haters, 
their tenure of the Chinese throne, relying on such establish- 
ments as now described—might be considered safe for another 
century. 

NINGPO, 


Officialdom at Ningpo had a goodly addition to the usual 
festivities this Chinese New Year, Unaided by foreign arms, 
the Ningpo coastguard squadron, after a fight in which ninety 
men were put hors de combat, succeeded in capturing some 
piratical vessels which had long been the terror of the neigh- 
bourhood, and brought them in on New Year's-day in great 
triumph. Besides 50 or 60 prisoners, the capturers had several 
heads; among them being that of the pirate chief, who 
was shot during the engagement. A Macao boatwoman, 
too, Asee, of the tribe of Cheong, the reputed wife of said chief, 
was shot in the arm, and will, it is said, be cut into a thousand 
pieces. Another prisoner is a Macao Portuguese of the name 
of Antonio Chagas, a young man, whose tale runs that, when 
serving on board a lorcha convoying at Sing-ka-mun (the Chusan 
group), he, with the boat in which he was a mariner, was cap- 
tured, some ten days or a fortnight ago, by the pirates whose 
career is now opportunely put a stop to. 

Although a season of general holiday, the Che-hien, or Chief 
Magistrate, has held inquiries daily, and finding that fully thirty 
of the prisoners had been pressed into the pirate’s service he 
directed their release. Selecting on each examination a victim 
for the torture, on each occasion a victim died, either from the 
immediate effect of the punishment inflicted, or the aggrava- 
tion of wounds received in the naval engagement. Lately 
there was an examination of all the prisoners ; persons who had 
‘been robbed or ill-treated by pirates at any time being called 
‘far and near to testify whether the imprisoned men were of 
those who troubled them, - 





HONG KONG, . 

From Hong Kong we have dates to the 26th February, The 
mail of 10th January arrived out on the 21st February. 

The Hong Kong, a Bordeaux coolie ship, which loft Wham- 
poa for Havana a few days before the departure of this mail, 
had been seized by the emigrants. The incidents of the Pride 
of the Ganges case seem to have been closely imitated. The 
captain had been murdered, and seven of the crew were still in 
the hands of the Chinese, The news of the seizure was brought 
to thetFrench consulate by the French Vice-consul of Macao, 
to which port ten men of the Hong Kong’s crew, who succeeded 
in making their escape, proceeded in one of the ship’s boats. 
The ship left the river with 260 coolies on board under the 
command of Captain Duval, Although nothing occurred which 
raised any suspicion of the intention of the emigrants, they sud- 
denly rose on the following day. The captain was killed at once 
by a blow with a hatchet, aud the crew fled for protection to the 
cabin, where they defended themselves as long as their ammu- 
nition lasted. At last the Chinese, by pretending to surrender, 
induced them to come out of their retreat. The coolies pro- 
fited by this opportunity to possess themselves of weapons, and 
the fight continued. Seeing that they were overpowered, those 
of the crew who were able succeeded in launching one of the 
boats and escaped. The seven others, who were all more or 
less wounded, remain in the hands of the Chinese. Amongst 
them are the first and second mates. ‘Ihe Governor of Macao, 
to whom the French Vice-consul at once applied, had no gun- 
boat at his disposal to.send in search of the mutineers, but 
promised to furnish military assistance if a steamer could be 
obtained by other means, This, however, could not be done, 
and the Vice-consul came over to Hong Kong in the White 
Clowd, and laid the whole case before M. du Chesne. He, of 
course, immediately visited Admiral King, and obtained a pro- 
mise that a gunboat should be despatched as soon as possible 
in pursuit of the captured ship. 

Tho Parsee community had subscribed a sum of $1,500 for 
the purpose of defraying the cost of a band-stand in the public 
gardens, Some of our readers may remember (says the Daily 
Press) that about the time of the last regatta a letter written 
by a member of the Parsee community appeared in the Daily 
Press, In this letter it was urged that the band of the 9th 
might very usefully give the public garden the benefit of its 
performances twice instead of once a week. It was then sug- 
gested in our leading columns that if the Parsees enjoyed the 
playing of the band so much, they might as well provide a stand, 
of which the garden was very much in need. With public spirit, 
which does them credit, they came forward immediately and ex- 
pressed their readiness to show the sincerity of their demand 
by acting on the proposal which had been made, ‘In making 
the suggestion,;we were under the impression that the necessary 
outlay would not exceed two or three hundred dollars, but 
when the matter was placed in the hands of an architect, and 
an estimate was prepared, it was found that the first idea had 
been expanded far beyond its original dimensions. On the 
plan we bebeld a handsome wrought iron structure, standing 
on a granite base and at the foot of the estimate a row of four 
figures. We believe that before now architects have been 
known to enlarge upon crude ideas of amateur builders, some- 
times to the serious chagrin of their employers, but in the 
present instance the community of Hong Hong reaps great 
benefit from the architect's glowing fancy. The Parsees were 
highly pleased with the design, and in no way appalled by the 
row of four figures. The matter took a little longer time to 
arrange, that was all. The money has now been found, and 
we shall no doubt have the satisfaction of seeing the stand 
commenced in a very short space of time. The stand will be 
erected in the centre of the gardens, on an octagonal granite 
base, approached from every side by threo steps. The roof 
will consist of wrought iron and zinc, supported on cight cast- 
iron pillars. A weather vane surmounts the whole structure. 

‘We learn from Canton that the New Year's holidays have 
passed off there and at Whampoa without any of the customary 
disturbances. The rebels, who were recently reported as hold- 
ing the city of Kia-ying-chow, in the north-east of Kwangtung, 
and as threatening Ch’aou-chow-fu, are stated to have recently 
evacuated the first-named place, which was reoccupicd by the 
Imperial forces on the 9th Feb., and to have advanced upon 
the district city of Tung-shun, about 25 miles north-east of 
Ch’ao-chow-fu, which city it was apparently their design to 
attack about the Chinese New Year. As they have now ap- 
Ptoached so near the coast, it may be that they will pay 
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Swatow a visit; though as a rule these unwieldy bands of 
pillagers have taken the best of care to edge away from too 
dangerous proximity to the sea-board. Should Ch’ao-chow-fu 
appear too strong to invite attack, the only course that will re- 
main open to this forlorn vestige of Tai-ping-dom will be a 
foray over the mountans into Fukien, since, by evacuating Kia- 
ying-chow, they have enabled the Imperialists to concentrate a 
preponderating force upon their rear, 

The latest tidings respecting the rebels in the north-east of 
the province are of success to the Imperial arms in actual fight. 
‘We learn that tho bands which lately evacuated Kia-ying-chow, 
on the death of their leader the K’ang Wong, were taken in 
flank by the troops under General P’ao-ch’ao, and are repre- 
sented as thoroughly routed. The fact that about a thousand 
prisoners have been taken is evidence fat least of a substantial 
success. What has become of the remaining bands wo are 
not informed. 

On the 16th and 17th February a cricket match was played 
on the Hong Kong ground between the Hong Kong and 
Shanghai Clubs. The result was a complete victory for the 
civilians of the Hong Kong Club in one innings, with 264 runs 
to spare, their score of 430 runs being, we believe, quite unpre- 
cedented in the cricketing annals of the colony. Shanghai 
went first to the wicket, and at the close of their innings the 
telegraph showed 107 runs, the chief contributors being Messrs. 
Hearne and H. Dent, whose scores were obtained by careful 
play. On the side of Mong Kong Mr, Starkey headed the list 
with 99, obtained by brilliant hitting, including one 8 and one 
7, carrying off the presentation bat for the highest score. Mr. 
Clifford played very prettily for 71, while Messrs, Davidson, 
Mercer and Wallace secured their runs in good style, and Mr. 
Bird’s innings of 28 showed good cricketing skill. In the 2nd 
innings of Shanghai Mr. Welsh contributed 38 out of a total of 
59, defending his stumps with his usual obstinacy, the rest, in 
racing language, being “nowhere.” Notwithstanding the diffi- 
culties they had to contend with in playing on a ground so 
different to their own, the Shanghai Eleven fielded in a most 
plucky manner throughout, Especial praise must be accorded to 
‘Mr. McDonell, who filled the thankless office of long stop without 
a mistake, the only bye recorded being through no fault of his, 
Their bowling, however, seemed decidedly weak. Mr. Mackenzie, 
for the Hong Kong Club, bowled throughout, and was particu- 
larly killing on the second day, his services on this occasion 
being recognised on the part of the Club by the presentation 
of a ball. 

The steamer FYeddo, belonging to Messrs. Adamson and 
Company, bad been peremptorily ordered by theuaval authorities 
to haul down the house-flag of that firm, ina manner which 
reflects small credit on Admiral Jones. Mr. George Laily, the 
master of the Yeddo, gives the following narrative of the 
circumstance :— 

“On Saturday, the 17th February, Vice-Admiral King sent 
on board my vessel, the S. S. Yeddo, requesting me to haul 
down the house-flag on account of a supposed similarity to the 
St. George's Cross used by men-of-war; such a step being ex- 
tremely detrimental to the interests of my employers (as the 
Chinese solely recognise the vessel by the flag), I waited on 
the Admiral, pointed out the serious inconvenience caused 
by his act, and offered to mako any alterations he 
might suggest which would not entirely destroy the 
character of the flag. He then called on several of his 
officers to state what flag they would take the Yeddo's 
for if they saw it at a ship’s mast head, and they with one 
accord said, “ for a St. George's Cross Ensign, sir.” Admiral 
King then turned to me and said, “ You see my officers are of 
the same opinion as myself, and you have no business to come 
here to argue the point with the admiral, but should have 
taken the officer’s word that you were wrong.” I said, “I beg 
your pardon, sir, I have a right, Iam simply doing my duty,” 
and again requested he would point out what alterations he 
required ; to which he rudely replied, “I do not care a d—n 
what alterations you make, but you shall not hoist that one.” 
Now, without in any way denying tho jurisdiction of the 
Commander-in-Chief on such matters, I would point out that 
his last remark was not at all courteous, and that as the flag 
has been flying unmolested for the last ten years, and frequently 
in company with the late Admiral’s, the act does seem some- 
what arbitrary.” 

A spectacle, which fortunately is a rare one in the British 
army, was exhibited at the Murray Barracks, A staff sergeant

of court martial. His uniform buttons, facings, medal, &., 
were publicly torn off, and he was then drummed out of the 
regiment to the tune of the “ Rogue’s march,” his punishment 
being completed by a sentence of one hundred and sixty-eight 
days’ imprisonment in the garrison goal. The particulars of 
his trial are said to be unfit for publication. 

With regard to the garrison, the Evening Mail has the 
following remarks :—In accordance with its expressed wish the 
garrison of this establishment is to be reduced, and henceforth 
its protection is to be entrusted to one Regiment of Infantry, 
a battery of Artillery, and a few Engineers. The 11th Regi- 
ment is ordered to Bengal, the 9th to Japan, and the 20th 
come thence here, It is said that the first named corps is to 
procecd to one of the hill stations to recruit its health; but 
how is it possible to conceive that any person in his senses 
would select India as a sanitarium? In plain English, it 
amounts to this ; a regiment decimated over and over again by 
death and invaliding, will land at Calcutta about June next 
some 300 strong, almost every man of which has either 
suffered from disease or bears about him the germs of it. 
On landing it will be 600 or 700 miles from the nearest hill 
station, and although the railroad is open to Delhi still 
there is between 200 and 300 miles to travel on foot. What 
happened at the lauding of a detachment of this regiment at 
Japan may give us a fair idea of consequences that will ensue. 
We venture to predict that not a third reaches its destination. 
In addition to the above-mentioned instance of gross mis- 
management, it is intended to bring the 20th from the healthy 
climate of Japan to this colony at the very commencement of 
the summer. What the result will be it is not difficult to 
foresee, Exposure, night work, &c., with the increased duties, 
which were found too much for two last summer, will 
soon tell their tale in fevers, dysenteries, and death; and 
fortunate will it be if it fares no worse than the 11th. 
Statistics show that Europeans are totally unfitted for military 
service during summer in the unhealthy climate of Hong 
Kong, and that Indians are the only troops that can stand it 
without suffering greatly. The loss amongst the police of that 
nation last year was, we are informed, less than 3 per cent., 
that of the Europeans for the summer months 15 or 16. These 
facts alone speak volumes, but a false economy causes the War 
Department to count the lives of British soldiers as nothing in 
comparison with a few paltry pounds they would have to pay 
to officers and men in the shape of Indian allowances were a 
regiment of Sepoys ordered here. 

No less than three cases of bydrophobia are reported in the 
colony. The first case was that of M. le Vicomte O’Mahony, 
Chancelier of the French Consulate, who was bitten by a rabid 
dog, said to belong to M. Vaucher, and died two days after- 
wards. Two soldiers of the 9th Regiment had also died of the 
same dreadful disease. ‘ 

The Spring race meeting took place on the 20th, 21st, and 
22nd, and was highly successful ; full details will be found in 
another column. ‘Ihe race ball came off on the 24th with 
great eclat. The attendance was however not so full as was 
expected, only thirty-nine ladies being present. H.E, the Act- 
ing Governor and Mrs Mercer arrived about 9.45 Pm, and 
dancing was kept up with great spirit till an early hour in the 
morning. The arrangements for supper were as usual admirably 
made, seats being placed for eighty people. The Challenge Cup 
was displayed at ‘the head of the table, and attracted much 
attention. The band of the 9th Regiment was in attendance, 

The gunboat Opossum had returned from a successful cruise 
on the coast after pirates, Full particulars are not yet 
published, but it appears that a nest of these ruffians was 
discovered at Paksui, where a threc-gun battery was destroyed 
by the Opossum. She afterwards took a largo junk and forty 
men, which were hauded over to the Chinese mandarins at 
Quanghai. During her cruise she has destroyed fifty-three 
guns belonging to pirates. 

A new paper, called the “English Edition of the Echo do 
Povo,” has been started in Hong Kong. Its opening address 
states that there is no other weekly paper in the English lan- 
guage published at this place (an absurd misstatement), and 
one of its paragraphs advocates the establishment of a police 
corps exclusively composed of Chinese. 

The British steamer Far East, Captain Henry Jones, which 
arrived in Hong Kong on the 24th of February, reports having 
left Saigon on the 15th of February. She encountered a strong 
monsoon and high sea up to the Paracels, afterwards moderate 
variable winds and fino weather, Passed the schooner Mouette 
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on the ,20th; steamors Clean Alpine on the 2ist, and Tait 
Sing on the 23rd of February, at nine a.m., entering south,

H. M.’s steamer Orontes, Captain Hire, arrived on the evening, 
of the 23rd February from Hong Kong, and sailed for Mauritius 
and the Cape of Good Hope on the following day. She brings 
home a number of officers and men, whose ships, by the new 
regulations, have been paid off in China. 

The B.LS.N. Co.'s steamer Arabia, Captain Maddison, from 
Madras on the 27th February, arrived at Singapore on the 6th 
March. She had on board eleven officers and 489 men, head- 
quarters and right wing of the 8th M.N.I. to relieve the 34th 
Regiment M.N.I. The following is alist of the officers :— 
Lieutenant-Colonel Cooke, Major Curtis, Captains Swanston 
and Ellis, Lieutenants Cheny, Thomas, and Brooking, and 
Assistant-Surgeon Ridings. The Arabia will take back to 
Madras the headquarters and right wing of the 34th M.N.L. 

The loss is recorded of the French schooner Charles et Julie 
bound to Singapore from Penang. She struck on a rock close 
to'the Carrimons, and the crew arrived} at Singapore on the 
28th February in the boats belonging to her. 

‘The fourth Ordinary General Mecting of the Tanjong Pagar 
Dock Company was held at the Company's officeon the 28th 
February. Messrs. Jellicoe, Harrison, Schmidt, Tan Beng Swee, 
Greenshields, and Joaquim were re-elected, and Mr. Turnbull 
‘was elected, as directors for the ensuing year, and Messrs. Wil- 
Jans and Powell re-appointed auditors. The reports having 
been received and the accounts passed, the meeting was turned 
into an Extraordinary one, when it was proposed by Mr. Gil- 
fillan, seconded by Dr. Little, and carried unanimously, “ that 
the directors be empowered to raise the capital of the company 
to $600,000 by the issue of 3,000 new shares ; present share- 
holders having the preference in the allotment to the extent of 
the shares they hold.” After some consideration on the subject 
of an amalgamation of the Tanjong Pagar Dock Company 
(Limited) with other companies interested in the New Harbour, 
it was arranged that the directors should consider and investi- 
gate the proposals, and if they thought well of them, bring the 
matter before the shareholders at some future period. A con- 
siderable number of the new shares were subscribed for imme- 
diately after the meeting. 

H.M’s steamer Banterer left Singapore on the 27th Feb. for 
‘Malacca, to cruise between that port and Penang in search of 
the pirates who had lately been committing depredations in the 
Vicinity of Larote upon petty Malay traders. 

Messrs. Middleton, Harrison, and Co. announce that the 
British steamer Bintang will in future be despatched for Saigon 
immediately after the arrival of the English mail steamer, due 
at Singapore about the 30th of each month, and will leave Sai- 
gon on her return voyage, calling at Pulo Condore on the 15th 
of each month. 

The Free Press complains of a movement being made by the 
Mahomedans to propagate their doctrines among European 
sailors. Our contemporary is informed that the “real influence 
that has caused some to embrace the false religion is the debts 
which they have contracted in the low liquor shops belong- 
ing to Klings, who, on pressing Jack to liquidate, 
well know at the timo it is impossible for him to 
do %s0, and they then inform him that if ho consents 
to enter Islamism his debts will be paid, and a cer- 
tain sum of money added and given to him for his benefit. 
Only yesterday another sailor was prevented from accepting 
these tempting offers by being arrested by the police.” The 
Free Press suggests that the rules of the Sailors’ Home should 
be altered to:meet the evil. At present a sailor is charged there 
half-a-dollar per diem, payable in advance. “ We think a better 
state of affairs might be established, viz., to admit sailors to the 
Home, and to charge them with the amount of their board when 
they are shipped. The captain no doubt wou!d advance the 
sum, and poor Jack would be clear of all his difficulties without, 
the necessity of becoming a renegade, and we, as fellow-country- 
men, would have no occasion to feel annoyed, when conversing 
with Klings, who make a boast of having converted Englishmen 
to their religion, or by knowing that some of the zealous fol- 
lowers of Mahomet are running away with the idea that the 
spread of Islamism is on the increase, and that it will at last 
predominate and prove itself to be the true religion.

COMMERCIAL POSTSCRIPT. 


The Mexican dollars by the West India steamer have been 
sold, for China, at 60}d- per oz., being an advance of 3d. from 
the last price. The small quantity of bar silver by the same 
opportunity has fetched 61}d., also showing a rise of #d. 
since the last arrival, There is at present a steady demand 
for silver for shipment to the East, and both here and abroad 
supplies are very limited. 

‘The biddings for £350,000 in bills on India took place on the 
4th inst. at the Bank of England. The proportions aliotted were 
—to Calcutta, £200,000 ; to Madras, £50,000 ; aud to Bombay, 
£100,000, ‘Ihe minimum price was as before, 1s. 11}d. on 
Calcutta and Madras, and 1s. 113d. on Bombay. Tenders on 
Calcutta aud Madras at 2s. will receive about 4 per cent., and on 
Bombay at 2s. 04d. about 20 per cent; all above in full. These 
terms show an increase in the demand for means of remittanco 
to the East.

TEA, 
(TRAVERS' CIRCULAR. ) 

The division of our time into years may be highly symmetrical and 
useful, but it seldom coincides with the ordinary divisions of time made by 
mankind for their own especial convenience. The legal year, for in- 
stance, commences with the Michaelmas term in October ; te ecclesias- 
tical year with Advent Sunday. So too the Tea season in China has a 

riod of its own, commencing with the Ist of June and terminating with 
the Bist of May.” Strictly speaking, we have from the present moment 
still two months to include in our reckoning before the Tea season, or 
year, is over; but as the season is already spoken of in the Chinese Cir- 
culars as being virtually closed, it may not be out of place to take this 
opportunity of briefly alluding to the prospects of the Tea-market, such 
as they are at the present time, and such as they are likely to be during the 
ensuing months. Taking the circular of Messrs. Mitchell and Aspinall as 
‘our authority for the statement, we find that the total amount of stock in 
the United Kingdom on the 28th of February was 100,000,000 Ibs., against 
112,565,000 II it the same time last year. The amount afloat is given 
at about 35,425,234 Ibs. If to this be added the stock in the different 
Chinese ports, and the quantity at present in that country, but on its way to 
the ports, say about 10,000,J0U Ibs., and also the Indian Teas, which may 
be set down as certainly not less than 3,000,000 Ibs., we shall find that these 
various quantities, amounting in all to 148,000,000 !Ibs., constitute, with 
a few uniinportant exceptions, our total supplies from the present time up 
to ebeginning of September, when the first cargoes of new season's may 
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be expected to arrive. Thus, then, we have 148,000,000 Ibs, of Tea tn 
supply a home consumption of five months, and also to meet the demands 
of the export trade. With regard to the latter point, it is clear that there 
will be a wide difference as compared with last year. At that time the 
American civil war was raging, and a considerabie portion of the carrying 
trade fell into our hands in consequence of the depredations committed on 
the ships of the United States by the Confederate cruisers. With the re- 
turn of peace, America resumes its own commerce ; and the addition to 
her exports from China—about 15,519,000 Ibs, overthe quantity exported 
last year—is ameasure of the quantity to be deducted from our own 
export trade. Taking the home consumption of the next five months 
even at 9,000,000 Ibs. per month, 43,000,000 Ibs. would suffice 
for the home trade until the arrival of fresh supplies. | We 
cannot therefore understand that with a decreasing export trade, 

and so large a stock on hand, any great pressure will be felt from a want 
of supply. With reference to the exports, the total for the twelve 
months ending December 3lst last was 32,633,451 Ibs. ; from this deduct 
the 15,000,000 Ibs. which has reverted to the American trade, and we get 
17,633,451 Ibs. for the exports of the year. One-twelfth part of this (to 
represent a single month's exports) is 1,469,454 Ibs. ; and for five months 
this would be 7,247,270 Ibs., a quantity which, if required, might be de 
ducted from so large a stock without a serious effect on the market prices. 

It may be true that a large proportion of the stock lying in ‘bonded 
warehouses is composed of low and undesirable kinds, and there is 
a very insufficient supply of those sorts likely to be in most de. 
mand; it is, however, impossible to verify this statement as the 
official returns deal only with figures, without attempting to classify quali 
ties, and at present it only amounts to an assertion, which we think we 
have heard in former ycars, but which we do not remember having been 
verified, at least to the extent of causing any serious inconvenience 

Assuming, as we are fairly entitled to do, in the absence of any proof to 
the contrary, that a large proportion of the stock is fit for use, there 
would appear to be an ample margin to meet any probable increase in 
consumption which is likely to take place within the next three years, and 
in the meantime the production of tea in China will be yearly increasing ; 
at least this seems a logical deduction to draw from the high prices that 
have been paid during the last six months, and it is certainly one that is 
strictly in accordance with precedent. 


























DUTCH AGGRESSIONS IN SUMATRA. 
(To the Editor of The London and China Telegraph.) 

Sin,—In one of your late numbers you published a leiter from Singa- 
pore, signed “J. C.," ia which the writer attempted to prove that the 
Sultan of Siak is suzerain of a‘l the States on the east coast of Sumatra, 
and might assign such suzerainty to any Power he chose. That, conse 
quently, the Netherlands Indian authorities, acting on behalf of the Sultan 
of Siak, were justified in coercing in and other native States on the 
‘east coast‘intofcompliance with any demands of theirs, of whatsoever nature. 
Now, the facts of the case really are, that the power of the Sultan of Siak, 
whatever it might at one time have been, was, in the year 1856, 80 near 
being altogether lost, that seplication was made to Inchi Wan Abubakar 
(the present Tumongong of Johore) for assistance to keep him on h 
* Ballie Rawong” of Siak. This application was acceded to, and under 
the nominal eadesthip of one Mr. Adam Wilson a force was sent from 
Singapore to Siak. ‘This force was composed of European sailors and 
some Johore Malays. On its arrival at Siak, this filibustering force, 
acting, doubtless, on its instructions from Inchi Wan Abubakar, at- 
tempted to impose upon the Sultan of Siak conditions which 
would, if d_ to, be more disastrous than deposition by his 
owa subjects, The Sultan, then, finding that his Singapore friends 
were but deadly though covert enemies, thought it better to trust 
himself in the hands of the Dutch Resident at Rhio, his declared 
foe. Accordingly, the Rhio authorities, glad of such an opening on the east 
coast of Sumatra, sent some steam and,sailing gunboats to Siak to relieve 
the poor Sultan of the burden of his Singapore frien Treaties were 
appealed to by the Dutch to prove the illegality of Adam Wilson's pro- 
ceedings, and Wilson was notified by Governor Blundell that he must 
withdraw. This Wilson was glad to do. fighting the Dutch not being at 
all to his taste. Governor Blundell, however, intimated to the Dutch 
authorities that his consent to their restoring peace to Siak was not to be 
construed into a consent to the abrogation of the Third and Sixth Articles 
of the Treaty of 1824. The Dutch authorities replied that they had no 
wish nor intention to violate the said Treaty, which would, in its most 
liberal sense, be scrupulously respected by them. The reason they gave 
for having then interfered with Siak, was that the anarchy prevailing in 
that State was injurious to States then under their control. The 
Treaty of 1824 in its Third and Sixth Articles is clear and explicit, and 
it becomes the duty of the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs to see 
that these articles be respected ; more especially now that it ly evi 
dent the Dutch author ignore their existence in toto, 
“J. C!s" memory may be refreshed I will now quote the Articles in 
question 

“3rd. The high ‘contracting parties engage that no Treaty hereafter 
made by either, with any Native Power in the Eastern Seas, shall contain 
any article tending either expressly, or by the imposition of unequal dutie 
to exclude the trade of the other party from the ports of such Native 
Poner: and that if in any Treaty now existing on either part, any article 
to that effect has been admitted, such article shall be abrogated upon the 
conclusion of the present ‘I'reaty.” 

“Tt is understood that before the conclusion of the present Treaty, 
communication has been made by each of the contracting parties to the 
other, of all treaties or engagements subsisting between each of them, re- 
spectively, and any Native Power in the Eastern Seas; and that the like 
communication shall be made of all such treaties concluded by them re- 
spectively hereafter.” 

“6th, It agreed that orders shall be given by the two Governments to 
their officers and agents in the East, not to form any new settlement on 
any of the islands of the Eastern seas, without previous authority from their 
respective Governments in Eu 

‘Now, at the period when this 
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Treaty was made, Siak was not a depen-

deny of Bencoolen, and even supposing it were, the Dutch had not the 
shadow of a right to conclude a treaty with it without informing the British 
Straits authorities. As for “J. C.'s" assertion, that the Dutch have never 
abandoned their rights to Siak since the year 1761, it isanswered by the fact 
that for the time’the British held Java the Dutch had no power nor right to 
any part of Sumatra, Their right to Bencoolen had been conquered from 
them by the British, and their power in Sumatra became nil. 

This point is, however, unimportant, and if Her Majesty's Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs will only insist on the fuithful execution of the 
‘Treaty above quoted, tho Straits merchants will be satisfied. ue 

I would now seriously ask “J. C." if he is not aware that the military 
‘occupation of the Island of Bangkalis is a violation of the 6th Article of the 
‘Treaty of 1824? I would also beg of“ J. C.” to inform me whether or not 
he is aware that the Treaty made by the Dutch with Siak in 1836 was not 
a violation of Article Srd of the Anglo-Dutch Treaty of 1 Is it nota 
fact that the fish-roe business of the Siak river was made a close monopoly 
or such high duties imposed that trade herein with the Straits Settlements 
became a commercial impossibility? There can be but one reply to these 

yweries. That reply has been given hy the merchants of Penang in their 

‘etition to Earl Russell, dated 20th September, 1865, when that nobleman 
was Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs. The Petition clearly proves 
that, owing to the fact that the Treaty of 1824 had been disregarded by the 
Dutch, the trade of Penang had been seriously interfered with. “The 
Prayer of the Petitioners that steps should be taken for the protection of 
British Trade with the ports of Sumatra demands the immediate and 
earnest attention of Her Majesty's Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 
and it is to be hoped that article third of the Anglo-Dutch ‘Treaty of IS24 
will no longer be allowed to remain a dead letter. At the time it was 
igned, the following extracts from a note addressed by the British to the 
jetherland’s Plenipotentiaries prove, if proof were needed, that the 
treaty was meant to be respected more in its spirit than its letter. 

«Their (the British Plenipotentiaries) conviction is, that on both sides 
‘an equal disposition exists to carry into effect, with sincerity aud good 
faith, the stipulations of the Treaty in the sense in which they have been 
negotiated.” 

Po this the Netherland’s Plenipotentiaries replied: “ This (a disposi- 
tion to carry into effect, with sincerity and good faith) essential aim and 
principal tendency of the Treaty is evident to all who read its different 
articles with attention, What is there expressly stipulated ought to sutlice 
for the removal, by common consent, of all uncertainty which might 
Present itself in the sequel.” 

With tt ir and clear understanding was the treaty of 1824 signed, 
andi yet in the very teeth of their declarations all the ac’s of the 
Netherlands Authorities since then have been such as show clearly 
that their declarations were most jesuitical. Ever since the year 1838 
trade has been jeopardised by Dutch attempts to subvert the independence 
of the States lying between Acheen and Siak. Formerly these attempts 
were made covertly. Latterly, however, emboldened, doubtless, by the 
apparent apathy with which they were regarded by the British authorities, 
these attempts at the entire subjugation of the Native States of Sumatra 
and the full control of their trade have been made openly, I say apparent 

thy, because 1 am weli aware that the Governor of the Straits Settle- 
ments felt keenly the humiliating position in which he was placed by the 
Indian cireumlocution officials, who treated all his representations on 
matters relating either to Sumatra or the Malay Peninsula with silent con- 
tempt. Now, however, that the Straits Settlements are about to be relieved 
of the Indian Board incubus, we wilt hope for better things from the 
united action of Her Majesty's Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, and 
the Secretary of State ior the Colonies, aided by the advice and c 
Of the Straits merchants, who will doubtless be represented in the 
Legislative Council so soon as the transfer to the Colonial-oftive is 
effected. —Yours sincerely, Puro Pes

TIE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for the month aud two mouths 
ended the 28th of February again present very favonrable re- 
sults, when contrasted with those issued at the corresponding 
period last year. ‘The total declared value of exports for 
February last was £15,116,062, against £11,376,214 in 1865, 
and £12,698,121 in 18G4, being an increase of £3,739,S49 
over the former period, and of £2,41 2 over the latter. For 
January and February of the present year tha total declared 
value was £29,470,511, against £21,865,553 in 1863, and 
£23,111,707 in 1864, which is an increase of £7,605,253 cow 
pared with 1865, and of £6,359,104 as contrasted with is64. 
Nearly all branches of business appear to have shared in the 
activity, but the greatest proportionate augmentation has been 
in cotton goods, our shipments of cotton yarn having been more 
than double those of the same month of the two preceding 
years, while in cotton manufactures the increase has been about 
‘40 per cent. Hardwares figure for an excess of 25 por cont., 
linen manufactures 32 per cout, silk manufactures 30 per cent., 
and woollen manufactures 35 per cent. Iron, which in the 
game month of last year showed a falling off of about 45 per 
cent., now exhibits a recovery of 35 per cent. Of machinery 
our exportations have been 20 per ceut, less than in the samo 
month of last year. As regards importations, the principal 
feature is that we have taken about three or four times as 
auch wheat and flour as in February, 1965, the chief arrivals 
having been from Russia and France, those from the United 
States being insignificant. ‘The figures in these returns specially 
‘appropriated to our trade with the Far East are the following :

SINGAPORE, PENANG AND MANILA—STATEMENT OF 
TRADE FOR 1865. 

WE proceed to an exhibit of the trade of Singapore, Manila, 
and Penang for 1865. These annual trade returns possess a 
general as well as special value, reflecting as they do nearly 
all those influences to be taken into acoount by the British 
merchant engaged in Eastern trade. As to Singapore, its very 
position assures a progressive development ; and the increase 
exhibited in the export of several leading articles in 1865, as 
compared with the corresponding period in the previous year, 
is manifestly such as cannot be attributed to purely speculative 
movements or adventitious circumstances. Her trade also with 
the Continent of Europe tends to extension. That with 
China, and indeed with all the Indian islands, is manifestly 
improving ; but there is still abundant room for enterprise in 
the carrying trade. The United States trade may be looked to 
for enlargement, now that peace is so fully restored. The chief 
articles despatched thither in 1855 were gambier, tin, black 
Pepper, and coffee. Of manufactured goods shipped from this 
country to Singapore we have to note that grey shirtings con- 
tinued in good demand at last advices, and as the stock was 
low, enhanced prices were looked for should there be no fresh 
arrivals. Cloths had improved, and sales in white shirtings, 
both on hand and for arrival, commanded improved prices. 
Coal was sold at extreme rates, and was likely to be supported, 
Exporters throughout the year have shown great discrimination 
in shipments to Singapore, and the goods arriving have thus 
seldom occasioned any material fall in the market. The export 
trade was animated, the wants of exporters causing extreme 
rates to bedemanded. Black pepper was disposed of at prices 
unprecedentedly high ; pearl sago, nutmegs, and rice were in 
further demand, and increasing in value. Malacca tin had im- 
proved, and gambier, for which it was difficult to secure suffi- 
cient quantity, was taken at botter prices. Opium fluctuated, 
as usual, according to India and China advices. Black pepper, 
nutmegs, and mace were wanted and scarce. Taking the very 
fair prices at which imported goods ruled, and the general up- 
ward tendency of exports, the merchants of Singapore have 
reason to be satisfied,

The most striking feature in this return is the decrease in the 
shipments of the staple exports, sugar, hemp, cordage, indigo, 
tobacco leaf, not to speak of rice and paddy. The difference in 
the clearances as between 1865 and 1864 is somewhat slight on 
several of these articles, but with every allowance for the 
character of the past season as affecting produce, even had 
exports on the whole been simply stationary, the fact is not 
at all creditable to Manila. The special decrease to which 
we have referred, and the extent of which is fully indicated in 
the above tables, is not compensated by the slight margin of excess 
acoorded to other principal articles. Thus the export of coftee 
which in 1864 was 5,064,220 lbs., rose in 1865 to but 5,303,040. 
‘We look in vain to mere external circumstances of a commercial 
or.a climatic character for the explanation of the decline of 
sugar, but the continent of Europe, Australia and China have 
taken an increased quantity, and so of hemp, which shows a de- 
crease of 6,000 tons. It is true that in the article of hemp, 
Manila has to compete’ with increased supplies from British 
India, just as her sugar and coffee must face the increased 
enterprise and skill of the Mauritius and Ceylon, but these 
conditions, judged in Manila to be so unfavourable, can only be 
met by the introduction of further European enterprise, skill 
and capital to a point that would enhance the quality and reduce 
the first cost of these and other articles of commerce. The imperi- 
ousness, too, with which the natives are treated being regarded 
‘as only fit for slavery, added to the existence of a bureaucratic 
oligarchy, is eminently unfavourable to that internal develop- 
ment with which the great commercial houses are concerned. 
Not to refer to other countries, it is evident that the intercourse 
between Manila and China and the Indian islands might be 
immensely extended; but for the further development of a 
prosperous Asiatic trade, the productive powers of the country 
round about Manila must be stimulated, and improvements, 
both in tillage and machinery, introduced. It appears that only 
‘an average sugar crop is anticipated for the coming seasons, 
due in part to the ravages of locusts in the Visayas of Cebu 
and Iloilo, The decrease in 1865, as compared with 1864 in 
the Manila sugar shipped to this country was no less than 
20,000 tons, and the stock on hand of last year’s crop did not 
exceed the usual average. Current clayed was somewhat short. 
The amount of sugar sent to Great Britain in 1865 was 1,194 
tong, and of hemp, 433 tons; of cigars we took 1,277 millions. 
In the past year 39 vessels entered the port, of which 16 were 
from Chins, 5 from England, and three from the United States. 
‘With the renewal of American Eastern trade, the commercial 
transactions between Manila and New York and Sgn Francisco 
must tend to increase.

THE NAVY ESTIMATES, 


To a late issue slight references were made to the Navy Estimates for 
the year 1866-67, giving a rough idea of their general bearing. We now 
Propose to extract those items that are specially connected with Ceylon 
and the Far East. But before doing so we must correct a statement con- 
tained in page 178 of the London and China Ezpress of the 10th inat., 
which was taken from the columns of a contemporary usually trustworthy, 
but on this occasion guilty of a gross error. The vote required for the 
marines this year is 497,531/ (10,8247 less than last yoar); and the 
total number of the force is 16,400 (800 less than in 165-66), The 
number of seamen to be voted for the fleet is $7,900 (700 less than last 
year). The pay of a Vice-Admiral Commanding-in-Chief Abroad is 
8,102. 10s.; and of a Rear-Admiral discharging such functions, 
2,787 10s. ;_of a Commodore of the Ist class "Commandia t-in-Chief 
Abroad, 2,7371. 10s. ; of the 2nd class, pay as Captain of the ship he 
commands, with 2/. per diem as Allowance and Table Money. The first

SYNOPSIS OF THE TRADE OF 1865. 

Subjoined is a statement showing the proportion in which the various 
countries of the world ranked as our customers during the past year. The 
total value of our exportations was £165,862,402 against 160,449,053 in 
1864, an increase of nearly 3} per cent. over the unprecedented total then 
attained. The amount taken by our own possessions was 29 per eent. of 
the whole, but this is a falling off from Iast year, when it was 92} percent., 
the alteration being attributable to the diminution in the demand for 
Indian cotton, the cessation of the shipments to the Bermudas, and a 
feneral slackness in the trade with Canada, the West Indies, the Cape of 
Good Hope, and Natal, which has been but partially made up by a con- 
siderable improvement in the amount of the consignments to Australi 
he French total, which last year presented a falling off, now shows 
recovery. Holland and Belgium contioue to advance. Ttaly again 
exhibits a reduction. Spain, which last year figured for an increase, now 
shows a heavy reaction. Portugal continues slightly to retrograde. New 
Granada, owing to the growing importance of the Isthmus traffic, steadily 
experiences a large augmentation. The Argentine Republic, which was 
previouly next to Mexico, is now above both Mexico and Chili. Brazil, 
through the change in the cotton question, exhibits some reaction from 
the enormous increase of the preceding year. Japan confirms the antici- 
pations of her commercial capacity, the total having risen from £627,383 
to £1,520,895. In 1863 she took from us only £108.897, Tunis and 
Siam likewise show a sudden increase, and even Persia is beginning to 
appear for an advance on her previous infinitesimal amount :—
